Promissory Note Scheme, Unsatisfactory to the Banks, Is Discarded | 
—South Side Community League Protests Against the Cutting 


Out of Workmen’s Tickets on Street Railway 


Apart from the appointment of Su- 
perintendent Ormsby, of the light and 
power department, as acting utilities 
commissioner, the most important 
business carried out by the city council 
at its special meeting on Tuesday night 


was to authorise a fresh scheme under 
which taxpayers who are in arrears 
and have property in the tax sale can, 
by special agreement with the city, se- 
cure redemption of their property for 
another two years, 

As previously stated, the plan pas- 
sed by council at its last meeting 
whereby it was proposed to accept the 
note of a taxpayer as a temporary 
provision for redeeming property in 
the sale, was not acceptable to the 
banks when placed before their offi- 
cials, and in consequence had to be 
discarded. 

Subsequently, a fresh scheme was 
outlined by the mayor and pronounced 
upon favorably by the Bankers’ as- 
sociation. This scheme was placed be- 
fore the finance committee on Tuesday 
afternoon, recommended by the com- 
mittee for adoption and a bylaw to 
authorize {ts operation was passed by 
the city council last night. 


The Scheme in Brief 


Briefly, the person who is in arrear 
for 1914 and 1916 taxes and wishes to 
save his property from the tax sale 
can enter into an agreement with the 
city to extend the time for payment 
for two years until July, 1920, but he 
will have to pay interest at the race 
of 8 per cent. compounded half-yearly, 
but the arrears can be paid at any 
time before that date, He will then 
get a bank or individual to accept his 
note for the amount or tax arrears, 
and the bank or individual must then 
buy one of a special issue of city de- 
bentures to cover the amount of the 
note and will hold it as collateral se- 
curity to the note. When the note is 
paid the debenture becomes the prop- 
erty of the taxpayer and he will then 
turn it in to the city in payment of 
the tax arrears or it can be held until 
its maturity tn July, 1920. 

The statement issued by Mayor 
Evans on the subject reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Under section 43 of the recent 
amendments the council may borrow 
monies to make up the deficiency tn 
the amount required to meet the de- 
benture issue secured on the 1914-1915 
tax arrears which mature on July 1, 
by the Issue and sale of special deben- 
tures, bills or other securities, Under 
section 38 of the same amendments 
the council may enter into agreements 
for the payment of arrears of taxes 
and direct the treasurer not to sell the 
lands affected. The proposal then is 
that the council would authorize 
agreements with taxpayers for the ex- 
tension of time for payment of the 
1914 and 1915 arrears of taxes until 
July 1, 1920, with interest at the rate 
of 8 per cent. per annum, compounded 
half-yearly, but with a proviso that 
the arrears might be paid at any time 
before that date, together with ac- 
crued interest to date of payment. An 
essential condition would be that tho 
taxpayer procure a purchaser for spe- 
clal debentures of the city of Edmon- 
ton to an amount equal to the ar- 
rdars of taxes in question. The deben- 
tures which would be issued under 
sdction 43 above would have a matur- 
ity on July 1, 1920, but with the pro- 
vision that hey could be turned in as 
payment of 1914-15 arrears of taxes 
at any time at their face value and | 
accrued interest. They would bear in- 
terest at 6 per cent. per annum com- 
pounded half-yearly. It would not do 
to pay the interest unless the interest 
on the outstanding tax arrear agree- 
ment were also paid. 

“The general working of this plan 
would be that the taxpayer would give 
his note to a bank or an individual, 
which bank or Individual would buy 
the equivalent debenture and hold it} 
as collateral security to the note. When 
the note was paid the debenture would 
become the property of the taxpayer | 
and he could immediately turn it in 
to the city in payment of the taxes; 
or the debenture could be held until 
its maturity on July 1, 1920, and then 
tirned In in satisfaction of the tax 
payer's agreement. 

“In order to insure that the pro- 
cedes of the sale of these debentures 
were used to retire the existing de- 
bentures on the same security the} 
payment for them might be made di- |
